Sinc3 he began his intensive 11-state advertising campaign a little 
over two years ago, his razor blade sales have increased five-fold 
The firm will sell over 25,000,000 blades this >ear. 


“We are 30 days behind in de­ 
liveries of razor blades at present. 
1 believe the reason for our suc­ 
cess in the blade business is be­ 
cause 
we 
had 
been 
in

wholesale business 12 years be­ 
fore 
we 
began 
our 
advertising 
•n d promotion, and knew what 
the wholesaler, retailer, and cus­ 
tom er wanted,” Childs stated. 
In 1947 Childs distributed about 
5,000.000 blades per year mostly 
through his own Childs’ Distribut­ 
ing Company, to dealers in the 
imm ediate Tonesboro area. At the 
present time he is selling more 
than 25,000,000 per year and is 
sending the blades to jobbers over 
an 11-state area. 
“ We have made shipments to 
38 states and the District of Co­ 
lumbia, and we are really selling 
the 
blades 
in 
the 
Southwest,” 
Childs said. 
However, things were not al­ 
ways as smooth as a Childs blade 
shave for Ralph Childs. He liter­ 
ally 
started 
on 
a 
"shoestring.” , 
Back in 1935 lust after he finished 
at Arkansas State College, he be- \ 
gan his sales career with shoe­ 


strings. 
The depression was in full force 
and there were no jobs when he 
graduated. However, Childs was 
both ambitious and thi“ fty. He had 
earned $75 selling books at school, 
$30 of which 
went 
for 
paying 
debts. With the rem aining $4a, he 
purchased a small stock of razor 
blades, 
a 
variety 
of 
household 
needs and notions, and shoestrings. 
With this stock he started beat­ 
ing the bushes and banging on 
doors 
in 
towns 
around 
Jones- 
i boro. For traveling he used his 
father’s car. Soon he had added 
a 
line of wom en’s hosiery and 
cosmetics and hired women agents 
I to work for him in nearby com­ 
munities. 
From 
that 
beginning 
Ralph 
Childs built up a business that 
now, 
not 
only 
operates 
on 
a 
huge scale in Jonesboro, but one 
that also has branch offices in 
Memphis and Little Rock—Childs’ 
Distributing Company. The inven­ 
tory lists more than 6,000 items. 
One of the things that he sold 
in 
Chids’ 
Distributing Company 
was razor blades, and he hit upon 


the idea of forming a razor blacL 
company. 
“The blade business kept get­ 
ting better throughout my trade 
area, so 1 deci . d to set up a 
separate company and sell them 
aver the country,’’ the youngish 
Jhilds said. 
Using 
approxim ately 82 
radio 
stations. 
15 newspapers, 
a tele­ 
vision station, over 100 billboards, 
and three magazines, Ralph Childs 
launched one of the biggest ad­ 
vertising campaigns to be seen in 
this part of the country. 
“As soon as we 
tarted adver­ 
tising our blades, business started 
booming. 
We 
found 
that 
once 
nerchants gave them a try, they 
:ame back asking for more.” he 
>aid. 
The states where the ad.ertis-

In addition to the radio, news­ 
paper, television, and billboard ad­ 
vertising, a Childs’ Razzor Blade 
Quartet goes around the country 
advertising the product The vocal

j Hubert Polsgrove— sing: at Church 
benefits and singing conventions 
all over the South. 
“We are planning to launch a 
new 
publicity 
campaign 
in 
the 
near 
future. 
Preacher 
Roe, 
the 
Brooklyn Dodger pitcher, has en ­ 
dorsed our blades, and 
we are 
going to base some of our future 
advertising on his endorsement," 
Mr 
Childs’ said. 
The men of Childs’ also have 
another plan for an advertising 
campaign. 
A car load of razor 
blades is going to be shipped to 
a Memphis concern. Publicity and 
advertising 
will 
accompany 
the 
carload 
Childs’ officials 
believe 
that this will be the first time 
in history that a full railroad car 
load of blades has been shipped 
into a Southern city. 
The razor blade business was 
not always the big enterprise that 
Childs’ Razor Blade Company is 
now 
Mr. Childs’ first just sold 
his blades to local dealers through 
his Childs’ Distributing Company. 
“More and mere dealers began 
to demand them and we grad­ 
ually 
began to expand. 
During 
the war we shipped blades over 
the world, and we received let­ 
ters from servicemen in distant 
places asking for more. We also 
received letters from dealers in 
France and other countries ask­ 
ing for the blades.” he stated. 
“Because we got so much favor­ 
able comment on the quality of 
our blades, we determined to be­ 
gin selling them over the country 
when the 
war ended. 
Now 
we 
have started that program,” Mr. 
Childs explained. 
Now in nearly all of the news­ 
papers in this area an engraving 
of the yellow and black Childs’ 
Razor Blade can 
be seen. 
And 
I the jingle which ends "the blade 
! to use is Childs” can be heard 
over nearly any radio station. 
Ralph 
Childs 
explained

W hen I w as a boy every A m er­ 


ican lad seem ed to be in re a tn of 
a circus. A lthough P aris had less 
th a n 2000 in h ab itan ts, no season 
passed w ithout a t least one big 
show . 
T h e first circu s in my m e m ­ 
ory w as Sells B rothers. It trav eled 
o v erlan d 
In stead 
of 
the 
large 
ele p h a n t herd it carried alter ta k ­ 
ing to the railro ad in later years, 
it had only one. It l% ;h ten ed peo­ 
ple 
and 
stam p ed ed 
stock 
as 
it 
plodded w earily 
along 
country 
roads. D uring rain y periods it w as 
used lor getting stalled wagons an d 
cages out ol the m ud. 
I w as only eig h t vears old at 
th a t tim e. E very boy w ho was big 
en ough w alk e d several miles in 
th e rain to m e et the show. M y 
tw o older b ro th ers took me along. 
A fter two h o u rs of tram ping t h r ­ 
ough w ater and m ud, the cn cu s at 
last cam e in sight. B ut instead ol 
stan d in g by to give it a cheer, w e 
w e re so alra id of an attack from 
th e elep h an t th a t w c hastily eh m - 
ed over a rail fence and took to 
the woods. T he circus w as out of 
sight w h en w e m u stered sufficient 
courage to s ta rt back to town. 
T h a t afternoon the tents w ere 


set up and the an im als m oved 
into the one used as th e m enagerie. 
Not being able to see w h a t w as 
inside, one lad cut a 10-inch gash 
into a sidewall, th ro u g h w hich a 
very good v iew of lions, cam els 
an d the lone e lep h an t could be 
had. 
W hen 
rep o rted 
w arnings 
tailed ol results, a ro u stab o u t on 
the inside picked up a singletree 
an d said the n ex t face th at ap p a r- 
ed in th at opening w ould see stars 
instead of anim als. N othing h a p ­ 
pened for about five m inutes, at 
th e end of w hich tim e a line old 
G erm a n citizen cam e along, le ad ­ 
ing tw o sm all boys. 


“Seeing an ything, boys?” he in - i 
quired, 
w hereupon 
he w as told ; 
th a t w ith one peep th ro u g h th a t j 
slit he could see everything. W hen ; 
he stepped fo rw ard and placed his j 
countenance in the p ro p er place j 
the ro u stab o u t let go w ith the sing- j 
tree. T here w as a sh a rp thud. The

As a p relim in ary to the coming 
of a circus to Paris, the four sides 
ol our C o urthouse law n would be 
en tirly 
inclosed 
w ith billboards, 
on w hich gorgeous pictures of w o ­ 
m en in tights, lerocious anim als in 
cages, and sideshow freaks of m o n ­ 
strous size w e re shown. For free 
tickets, lu m b e r dealers loaned the 
lum ber. For free tickets, county 
au th o rities 
gave 
perm ission 
tor 
inclosing the en tire square. 
My fath e r, being an editor, a l­ 
w ays received enough free passes 
for all his h an d s and all his fam ­ 
ily Nothing, how ever, so appealed 
to boys as an o p portunity to w o rk 
their w ay into the show, probably 
because it m ad e them ieel like 
m em b ers of the most popular of 
all A m erican organizations. Thus, 
it h appened th a t w hile m y b rother 
E dgar and I had free tickets, we 
obtained a job carrying w ate r for 
the alligators in exchange for a 
pass. O nly those w ho have s e r­ 
viced a circus tan k of alligators 
have a n y idea of w h a t a task it is, 
especially w hen w a te r m ust be car 
ricd in b uckets from a n ear-b y 
river. By h ard w ork, w e finished 
the job .lust in tim e for the show 
having m issed the p arad e and our 
d in n e rs in the m eantim e. I believe 
the

because w e had gotton to it the 
h ard way.

Employer Gets Claims Notice 
Benefits are withheld until cveij 
employer, whose account might be 
charged with unemployment insur­ 
ance payments, has been notifies 
that the worker’s claim has beer 
filed and that it may apply agains 
his reserve account 
If the employer receiving such no­ 
tice 
believes 
that 
the individual 
claiming benefits should be held in­ 
eligible he files a protest with th( 
division within seven days after the 
date of the claims notification. 
If an employer protests, the mat­ 
ter is investigated by the division. 
An agent makes a specific determi­ 
nation covering the protest and the 
employer is notified as to the find­ 
ings. A notice of the determination 
also is mailed to him. The employer, 
if he chooses not to accept the de­ 
termination, has the privilege of ap­ 
pealing. If he does this a hearing 
is held. 


Common Protest Reasons 


Most common reasons given by 
employers who file protests have 
been found to be: 
1.—Where the employer believes j 
the claimant is not able or available j 
for work, or is not actively seeking | 
reemployment. 
2.—Where the claimant is alleged 1 
to have quit his job voluntarily with­ 
out good cause attributable to hisj 
employment. 
3.— Where the worker has been 
discharged for misconduct in con­ 
nection with his work. 
4.—Where the worker fails to ac­ 
cept suitable employment withou’ : 
good cause. 
5.—Where the claimant is unem- * 
ployed because of a steppage of work 
which exists in the employer’s plant 
due to a labor dispute. 
When an appeal is taken—either 
by a claimant or an employer—a 
date for hearing is set. The hearing 
is conducted in an informal manner 
before a referee who is a member of 
the division’s staff. 
The employer 
may appear in person, or he may be 
represented by agent or attorney, 
and he also may be assisted by any 
designated individual. 
After a written decision has been 
made by the referee, should the de­ 
cision not meet with the approval 
of either the claimant or employer, 
there is a right of further appeal to 
the Missouri Industrial Commission, 


and there still is the additional p ri. - 
ilege of appealing to the state courts. 
When appeals matters are re­ 
viewed by the courts, the findings of 
fact oi the commission if supported 
by competent and substantial evi­ 
dence '»ill not be disturbed by the 
court. It will confine its review to 
questions of law involved 
in the 
case 
It. therefore. Dehooves the em­ 
ployer or claimant to carefully pre­ 
sent all relevant facts for considera­ 
tion by the division's referee, because 
if the evidence is not submitted in 
the original hearing, it cannot later 
be introduced before a court 
“ Employment” is a complex term 
which is defined in detail in the U n ­ 
employment Compensation Law. In 
general any service performed by 
any worker for wages is employment. 


Exemptions Arc Listed 
However, 
there 
are 
exceptions 
which exclude from “ employment” 
specified classes of workers Workers 
in “employment” are the only ones 
counted for the purpose of determin­ 
ing liability or the amount of taxes 
dues from the employer The term 
"employment” under the law dors 
not include agricultural labor, serv­ 
ants in the home, service by certain 
close 
relatives, 
service 
performed 
strictly for a religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary, or educational or­ 
ganisation, and various other less 
general types of service set out in 
the law, 
Where anyone has doubt as to the 
“ employmen<” status of any of his 
workers it is advisable to present the 
matter to the division for a review 
and a specific ruling This can be 
done by writing the central office of 
the division, Box 59, Jefferson City, 
or through any of its 34 local of­ 
fices. 
There are many technical provi­ 
sions in the law under which certain 
types of business become liable. It is 
chiefly for this reason that the di­ 
vision urges all employers to make 
inquiry as to their liability status 
and especially is this true where an 
individual purchases a business. 


Check Taxes When Buying 


There are instances where the di­ 
vision has found a firm liable for as 
much as $6,000 in back taxes and 
penalties. In this case the amount 
was due from a former owner of the 
business, but the new owner inher­ 
ited the headache. 
If you acquire the business of a 
liable employer, you become an em­ 
ployer immediately and are subject 
to the wage tax for unemployment 
compensation purposes. 
If an individual buys a business 
that has had certain weeks in the 
year during which as many as eight 
persons were employed, and the pur­ 
chaser has had enough additional 
weeks in that year during which he 
employed a minimum of eight per­ 
sons, so that the combined total 
amounted to 20 or more weeks, the 
purchaser would then become liable 
for the wage tax. 
If an individual owns or holds con­ 
trolling interest in two or more bus­ 
inesses and one of them alone does 
not have the required employment 
experience, but all collectively do 
have it, then each falls in the wage- 
tax liability class. 
If anyone is subject to the Federal 
Unemployment 
Tax 
Act covering 
employers of eight or more workers 
in all states combined, then he au­ 
tomatically becomes an employer in 
Missouri.

Small Grain Crop Will 
Protect Soybean Land

A small grain crop on soybean 
land will protect it against w eath­ 
er this w inter and will give good 
land use—even if you plan corn, 
cotton or another crop next year. 
You can pasture off the small grain 
or get some pasture and turn it un­ 
der as a green m anure crop. Bill 
Sample, soils agent, explains that 
soybeans leave the soil much looser 
than most crops and it will erode 
badly unless you “tie it down.” A 
small grain crop will cause the 
soil to dry out faster in the spring. 
The seed bed behind soybeans 
w on’t take much w ork—a shallow 
discing followed by the roller will 
put it in good shape for small 
grain but you will need a soil test 
to see how much fertilizer to use. 
Now is the time to take that soil 
sam ple for that soil test. 
If you plan on corn or cotton on 
the land for next year, Sample 
suggests using about 100 lbs. of 
ammonium nitrate as top dressing 
in early spring on the small grain. 
T he nitrogen applied will m ake the 
crop residue rot faster when you 
plow it under before the crop to 
follow, causing the crop residue to 
release the nitrogen faster for that 
crop.

In the meantime, 
it is very clear that one ol next 
year’s big problems will be plant­ 
ing seed, and every bit of good 
quality planting seed will need to 
be saved. 
Bad weather plus acreage allot­ 
ments have cut the acreage of 
breeders of certified seed. Acreage 
ol certified and breeders seed in 
Missouri, 
Tennessee, 
Arkansas, 
Mississippi, and Louisiana area for 
the 1950 season is 190,634 acres as 
compared to 268,156 acres m 1949 
and 287,534 acres in 1948. Per acre 
yields will be down badly this year 
too. Wo ordinarily bring a lot of 
planting seed in from outstate, but 
it will be muc h harder to get what 
we need for this next y e a r 
Some of the things farmers can 
do to help provide seed cotton for 
the coming year is to: (1) Try to 
save all the planting seed you can 
ot approved varieties from fields 
no more than three years away 
from breeders’ seed. (2) Make ev­ 
ery effort to carry dry cotton to 
the gin.

Stove Is 
W orst Hazard 
For Children 


The hom e’s worst fire hazard 
for children is the stove, accord­ 
ing to a 2-year survey of chil­ 
dren’s fire deaths by the U. S. 
Office of Education. 
Of some 800 cases reported in 
newspapers of children dying in 
fires during this period, 265. or 
more than half, the known causes 
of the fires were stoves that ex ­ 
ploded or stove fires that were 
quickened with kerosene or gaso­ 
line. 
W arning against allowing chil­ 
dren near stoves or other direct 
flame, the National Board of Fire 
U nderw riters cautions parents not 
to leave children at home alone. 
In 20 of the fire deaths studied 
there was no adult in the house 
or nearby. 
In another 400 cases 
parents or other adults were in 
the house but the children were 
not under careful supervision. 
Playing with Matches. 
Thirty-one children died as a 
result of playing with matches and 
another 204 from various other 
causes. 
In 300 cases the cause of 
the fire was unknown. 
Indicative of the need for con­ 
stant supervision of small chil­ 
dren was the fact that more than 
j 
half the children who died in these 
fires were under 5 years of age. i 
Every year more than 2,000 chiJ- j 
dren 6 years and under are killed 
by fire, the National Board added. 
Urging parents 
to 
safeguard ' 
their children at home, the Na- | 
tional Board suggests these rules 
for children’s safety: 
1. 
Place matches out of reach 
of young children. 
Supervision Is Important. 
2. 
See that 
they have 
con­ 
stant supervision. 
If you call m 
a babysitter, give her a telephone 
num ber where you can be reach­ 
ed during the evening. 
Be sure 
she knows how to call the Fire 
Department. 
Instruct the baby­ 
sitter to get the children out of 
the house immediately in ease of 
fire.

If 
possible, keep 
children 
aut of the kitchen. 
4. 
Have 
a 
metal 
screen 
in 
front of the fireplace to protect 
hildren against 
sparks, 
and to 
keep them from crawling too near 
he open fire.

flimsy cottons or net fabrics u n ­ 
less they have been flameproof 
Use plainer, closer-woven m ater­ 
ials for lire safety.

ed in that opening would sec stars 
instead of animals. Nothing hap­ 
pened for about five minutes, at 
the end of which time a line old 
G erm an citizen came along, lead­ 
ing two small boys. 


“Seeing anything, boys?" he in­ 
quired, whereupon he was told 
that with one peep through that 
slit he could see everything. When 
he stepped forward and placed his 
countenance in the proper place 
the roustabout let go with the sing- 
trce.

Hottest Place 
The hottest place in America 
during midsummer was the in­ 
terior of a circus tent. Not a breath 
of ail could get through. On one 
very torrid day my father and 
mother took their entire brood of 
children to the show. During the 
performance Andtrson, tht young­ 
est, was overcome by heat. Instead i 
of rushing out with him and hur- j 


rying him to a hospital, as now 
would be done, he was given a 
sip from the fam ily’s pail of ice 
water, laid out on grass under the 
seats and left to shift for himself 
until the perform ance w’as over. 
He came through in good shape. 
One advantage people of small 
towns like Paris had over theii 
big city cousins was when circus 
stock had to be watered. In a real 
city the trick could bo done by 
merely turning a faucet. In a vil­ 
lage there was no recourse but to 
take most of the animals to the 
river, the banks oi which would 
be lined with spectators from far 
and near. 


Something Lost 
To an old-timer, the worst thing 
our new era has ushered in is a 
circus without a parade. Some­ 
thing went out of American life 
when that institution was elim ina­ 
ted. Ol all boyhood recollections 
none equal those incident to the 
marvelous panorama which 
u n ­ 
folded as bands, cages, chariots, 
elephants, camels, 
zebras, 
god- 
esses of Liberty, cavorting clowns 
and the steam piano passed in 
review. Always some greenhorn 
came to grief, as he began tr udging 
along 
behind

piano. 
Just where crowds were densest 
the driver of that marvelous ve-

box. The anguish of the barefoot- f

Village life has never been th e 
same since all the sm aller circus I 
organizations combined into ju s t s 
three or four huge ones and lim ited 
their visits to only a few of the

cities.

Cooperating 
employers,

assist the division in stopping the 
payment ol questionable claims for 
unemployment insurance, and indus­ 
try through quarterly wage reports 
aid in the detection and discovery of 
fraud practices perpetrated by “chis- 
elers.” 
This employer cooperation also ex­ 
tends to state employment services 
when they place their orders for 
workers with the job-finding agency. 
Payments to workers do not begin 
until the division has made a che^k 
on the claim ant’s eligibility for un­ 
employment insurance This check­ 
up tells the division where the work­ 
er has earned the wage credits which 
might make him eligible for benefits 


Employer Gets Claims Notice 
Benefits are withheld until everj 
employer, whose account might be 
charged with unemployment insur­ 
ance payments, has been notifieo 
that the worker’s claim has beer 
filed and that it may apply agains; 
his reserve account 
If the employer receiving such no­ 
tice 
believes that 
the individual 
claiming benefits should be held in­ 
eligible he files a protest with the 
division within seven days after the 
date of the claims notification. 
If an employer protests, the m at­ 
ter is investigated by the division 
An agent makes a specific determ i­ 
nation covering the protest and the 
employer is notified as to the find­ 
ings. A notice of the determination 
also is mailed to him. The employer, 
if he chooses not to accept the de­ 
termination, has the privilege of ap- , 
pealing. If he does this a hearing 
is held. 
Common Protest Reasons 
Most common reasons given by 
employers who file protests have 
been found to be: 
1.—Where the employer believes 
the claim ant is not able or available 
for work, or is not actively seeking 
reemployment. 
2.—Where the claim ant is alleged 
to have quit his job voluntarily with­ 
out good cause attributable to his 
employment. 
3.—Whore the worker has been 
discharged for misconduct in con­ 
nection with his work. 
4.—Where the worker fails to ac­ 
cept suitable employment without 
good cause. 
5.—Where the claim ant is unem ­ 
ployed because of a steppage of work 
which exists in the employer’s plant 
due to a labor dispute. 
When an appeal is taken—either 
by a claim ant or an employer—-a 
date for hearing is set. The hearing 
is conducted in an Informal manner 
before a referee who is a member of 
the division’s staff. 
The employer 
may appear in person, or he may be 
represented by agent or attorney, 
and he also may be assisted by any 
designated individual. 
After a wTitten decision has been 
made by the referee, should the de­ 
cision not meet with the approval 
of either the claim ant or employer, 
there is a right of further appeal to 
the Missouri Industrial Commission, 


and there still is the additional priv­ 
ilege of appealing to the state courts. 
When appeals m atters are re­ 
viewed by the courts, the findings of 
fact oi the commission if supported 
by competent and substantial evi- 
I denee will not be disturbed by the 
court. It will confine its review to 
questions of law involved in the 
case 
It. therefore, oehooves the em­ 
ployer or claim ant to carefully pre­ 
sent all relevant facts for considera­ 
tion by the division’s referee, because 
if the evidence is not submi ted in 
the original hearing, it cannot later 
be introduced before a court 
“Employment” is a complex term 
which is defined in detail in the Un­ 
employment Compensation Law In 
general any service performed by 
any worker for wages is employment. 


Exemptions Are Listed 
However, 
there 
are 
exceptions 
which exclude from “employment” 
specified classei of workers Workers 
in “employment” are the only ones 
counted for the purpose of determ in­ 
ing liability or the amount of taxes 
dues from the employer. The term 
“employment” under the law does 
not include agricultural labor, serv­ 
ants in the home, serv ice by certain 
close relatives, service 
performed 
strictly for a religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary, or educational or­ 
ganization. and various other less 
general types of service set out in 
the law 
Where anyone has doubt as to the 
“employment” status of any of his 
workers it is advisable to present the 
m atter to the division for a review 
and a specific ruling This can be 
done by waiting the central office of 
the division, Box 59, Jefferson City, 
or through any of its 34 local of­ 
fices. 
There are many technical provi­ 
sions in the law under which certain 
types of business become liable. It is 
chiefly for this reason that the di­ 
vision urges all employers to make 
inquiry as to their liability staius 
and especially is this true where an 
individual purchases a business. 


Check Taxes When Buying 
There are instances where the di­ 
vision has found a firm liable for as 
much as $6,000 in back taxes and 
penalties. In this case the amount 
was due from a former owner of the 
business, but the new owner inher­ 
ited the headache. 
If you acquire the business of a 
liable employer, you become an em­ 
ployer immediately and are subject 
to the wage tax for unemployment 
compensation purposes. 
If an individual buys a business 
that has had certain weeks in the 
year during which as many as eight 
persons were employed, and the pur­ 
chaser has had enough additional 
weeks in th at year during which he 
employed a minimum of eight per­ 
sons, so th at the combined total 
amounted to 20 or more weeks, the 
purchaser would then become liable 
for the wage tax. 
If an individual owns or holds con­ 
trolling interest in two or more bus­ 
inesses and one of them alone does 
not have the required employment 
experience, but all collectively do 
have it, then each falls in the wage- 
tax liability class. 
If anyone is subject to the Federal 
Unemployment 
Tax 
Act covering 
employers of eight or more workers 
in all states combined, then he au­ 
tomatically becomes an employer in 
Missouri.

Figured on the basis of the cost 
of fertilizer over no treatm ent, the 
d ta k e n .! increase in dollars per acre over 
lied 140 ■ fertilizer cost on the 70 lbs. An­ 
hydrous Ammonia to the acre is 
$53.03. On the 140 pounds of An­ 
hydrous Ammonia plot the in­ 
crease is $111.23. 
Mr. Hopper fertilized 100 acres 
of corn with 70 lbs. ot Anhydrous 
Ammonia this year.

A small grain crop on soybean 
land will protect it against w eath- 
i er this w inter and will give good 
land use—even if you plan corn, 
I cotton or another crop next year. 
You can pasture off the small grain 
| or get some pasture and turn it un­ 
der as a green m anure crop. Bill 
; Sample, soils agent, explains that 
soybeans leave the soil much looser 
than most crops and it will erode 
badly unless you “tie it dow n.” A 
I small grain crop will cause the 
soil to dry out faster in the spring. 
The seed bed behind soybeans 
w on’t take much w ork—a shallow 
discing followed by the roller will 
put it in good shape for small 
grain but you will need a soil test 
to see how much fertilizer to use. 
Now is the time to take that soil 
j sample for that soil test. 
If you plan on corn or cotton on 
the land for next year, Sample 
suggests using about 100 lbs. of 
; am m onium nitrate as top dressing 
in early spring on the small grain. 
The nitrogen applied will m ake the

Stove Is 
Worst Hazard 
For Children 


T h e h o m e’s w orst fire hazard 
for children is the stove, accord­ 
ing to a 2 -year survey of chil­ 
d r e n ’s fire deaths by the U. S. 
O ffice of Education. 
O f some 800 cases reported in 
n ew sp ap ers of children dying in 
fires during this period, 265. or 
m ore than half, the know n causes 
of th e fires w ere stoves that e x ­ 
ploded or stove fires that w ere 
q uickened w ith kerosene or gaso­ 
line. 
W arning against allowing chil­ 
d ren near stoves or other direct 
flam e, the National Board of Fire 
U n d e rw riters cautions parents not 
to leave children at home alone. 
In 20 of the fire deaths studied 
th e re was no adult in the house 
or n earby. 
In another 400 cases 
p are n ts or other adults w ere in 
the house but the children were 
not u n d er careful supervision. 
Playing with Matches. 
T h irty -o n e children died as a 
resu lt of playing with matches and 
a n o th er 204 from various other 
causes. 
In 300 cases the cause of 
the fire was unknown. 
Indicative of the need for con­ 
stan t 
supervision of sm all chil­ 
dren w as the fact that m ore than 
half the children who died in these 
fires w ere under 5 years of age. 
E very year m ore than 2.000 chil­ 
dren 6 years and under are killed 
by fire, the National Board added. 
U rging parents 
to 
safeguard 
th e ir children at home, the 
tional Board suggests these rules 
for ch ild ren ’s safety: 
1. 
Place m atches out of reach 
of young children. 
Supervision Is Important. 
2. 
See that 
they have

stan t supervision. 
If you call in 
a babysitter, give her a telephone 
n u m b e r w here you can be reach ­ 
ed d u rin g the evening. 
Be sure
